When  Alexander  the  Great  succeeded  his  father  Philip  II  in  336  B.C.  he  inherited  vast  silver 
mines  in  Macedonia  and  subsequently  took  over  the  silver  mines  of  Laurium.  With  such 
vast  resources  he  was  able  to  initiate  the  large  series  of  silver  tetradrachms  that  literally 
flooded  the  Greek  World.  The  basic  types  of  Herakles  head  wearing  a  headdress  of  the 
Nemaean  lion’s  scalp  and  Zeus  seated  on  the  reverse  became  a  commonplace.  After  his  death 
at  Babylon  in  323  B.C.  many  cities  continued  to  strike  the  type  but  on  a  much  broader 
and  thinner  flan  with  variant  symbols  associated  with  Zeus  on  the  reverse.  This  piece  (B70)  is 
typical  of  these  posthumous  issues,  being  struck  at  Temnos  in  Aiolis,  a  city  a  short  distance 
east  of  Neonteichos  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river  Hermos.  The  piece  is  dated  to  the  third 
century  B.C.,  about  sixty  years  after  Alexander’s  death. 
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JAMES  JOYCE 


This  year  is  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  James  Joyce,  the  Irish  novelist,  poet  and  playwright. 
Born  1882,  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life  living  abroad  in  Trieste,  Paris  and  Zurich,  and 
it  was  in  Zurich  that  he  died  in  1941.  His  most  notorious  work  was  Ulysses  which  was 
banned  in  Britain  until  1936.  though  his  Finnegan's  Wake  (1939)  is  quite  as  well-known 
today.  Amongst  his  earlier  works  are  Dubliners  and  Portrait  of  the  Artist  as  a  Young  Man , 
and  he  was  the  author  of  the  play  Exiles. 

It  is,  perhaps,  appropriate  that  this  fine,  perceptive  medal,  modelled  in  very  high  relief  by 
the  Italian  artist  Grilli,  should  be  published  by  Giulio  Bernardi  of  Trieste,  the  city  where 
Joyce  spent  many  of  his  earlier  and  happier  years.  It  is  approximately  70  mm  in  diameter, 
struck  in  light  bronze  with  a  matt  surface.  We  have  a  small  number  of  these  available,  price

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THE  EVOLUTION  OF  THE  BASE  METAL  HALFPENNY  COINAGE 

OF  ENGLAND

(continued from  last  month ) 

The  Introduction  of  the  Copper  Halfpenny  Coinage 

On  25  July  1672  an  announcement  appeared  in  the  London  Gazette  prohibiting  the 
manufacture  and  use  of  tokens  because  the  King  had  given  orders  for  a  large  number  of 
farthings  to  be  made.  There  was  no  mention  of  halfpennies,  but  on  16  August  of  the  same 
year  a  proclamation  declared  both  halfpennies  and  farthings  current.  This  suggests  that  the 
decision  to  issue  a  halfpenny  coinage  was  not  taken  until  the  last  moment,  possibly  even  as 
late  as  the  end  of  July,  because  a  report  from  the  officials  of  the  mint,  dated  1  August  1672, 
refers  only  to  the  importation  of  copper  blanks  for  farthings,  with  no  mention  of  blanks  for 
halfpennies.53 

The  proclamation  of  August  opens  by  stating  that  the  King  was  unable  to  prevent  the  issue 
of  tradesmen’s  tokens,  either  by  commanding  ‘a  severe  prosecution  of  the  offenders’,  or  by 
issuing  silver  pennies  and  twopences,  and  admits  that  farthings  and  halfpennies  must  be 
necessary,  in  view  of  the  widespread  use  of  tokens.  It  then  goes  on: 

‘[We]  have  thought  fit,  by  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  to  cause  certain  farthings  and 
halfpence  of  copper  to  be  stamped  at  our  mint,  according  to  such  form  and  with  such 
impression  as  we  have  directed:  and  we  have  given  special  charge  to  our  officers  there, 
that  they  cause  such  halfpence  and  farthings  so  to  be  coined,  to  contain  as  much  copper  in 
weight,  as  shall  be  the  true  intrinsick  value  and  worth  of  a  halfpenny  or  farthing 
respectively,  the  charges  of  coining  and  uttering  being  onely  deducted.  And  we  do  further 
by  this  our  Royal  Proclaimation  declare,  publish,  and  authorise  the  said  halfpence  and 
farthings  of  copper  so  coyned  and  to  be  coyned,  to  be  currant  money;  and  that  the  same, 
from  and  after  this  instant  16th  day  of  August,  shall  pass  and  be  received  in  all  payments, 
bargains,  and  exchanges  to  be  had  or  made  between  our  subjects,  which  shall  be  under  the 
value  of  a  sixpence,  and  not  otherwise,  nor  in  any  other  manner.’ 

The  halfpennies  themselves  were  issued  in  1672,  1673  and  1675,  having  the  same  obverse  as 
the  pattern  halfpenny.  The  reverse  differs  from  the  pattern  halfpenny,  as  already  mentioned, 
in  that  it  bears  the  Britannia  design,  but  the  legend  reads  BRITANNIA-  and  the  date  is  in  the 
exergue. 

Silver  and  copper  proofs  were  issued  in  1672  and  1673,  and  one  rather  interesting  currency 
piece  has  a  mistake  in  the  legend,  where  CAROLVS  is  mispelt  CRAOLVS.  Pieces  bearing 
this  mistake  occur  dated  1672  and  1673  and,  since  they  were  struck  from  the  same  die,  they 
must  have  been  made  at  the  end  of  1672  or  the  beginning  of  1673,  depending  on  the  date  in 
the  exergue.

The  Source  of  the  Metal 

Although  halfpennies  were  made  current  in  August  1672,  they  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
available  until  after  Christmas  of  the  same  year.  The  delay  was  caused  mainly  by  the  fact  that 
the  copper  blanks  were  obtained  from  Sweden,  and  difficulties  were  encountered  in  transport¬ 
ing  these  across  the  North  Sea  during  the  winter  months.59 

The  fact  that  indigenous  sources  of  copper  existed  in  England  has  been  discussed  earlier 
and  it  is  therefore  somewhat  surprising  that  the  blanks  were  ordered  from  Sweden.  Peck, 
referring  to  Craig,60  has  suggested  that  the  reason  for  obtaining  the  blanks  abroad  was  that 
the  Mint  was  unable  to  reduce  pure  copper  ingots  to  the  requisite  thickness.  Whilst  this  may 
be  true,  it  presupposes  that  the  coins  were  to  be  made  of  pure  copper,  a  fact  which  must  be 
subjected  to  dispute  since  the  mint  had  no  means  of  assaying  the  purity  of  copper  until 
Newton  introduced  the  hammer  test  into  the  Mint  in  the  early  eighteenth  century.  Only  then 
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was  the  purity  of  the  metal  called  into  question.  In  any  case  this  is  really  irrelevant  because 
copper  was  not  in  fact  available  from  English  sources  at  that  time.  This  was  because  the 
copper  mining  industry  in  England  was  neglected  for  almost  thirty  years  following  the  Civil 
War  and,  because  of  the  monopolistic  rights  obtained  by  the  shareholders  during  the 
Elizabethan  era,  nearly  all  copper  industries  were  brought  to  a  halt.46  It  was  therefore 
necessary  to  obtain  the  metal  from  abroad,  but  this  does  not  solve  the  problem  of  why  the 
metal  was  bought  in  the  form  of  precut  blanks  rather  than,  say,  ready  rolled  fillets,  or  even 
unrolled  copper  cakes.  This  may  have  been  simply  convenience,  or  it  may  be  that  the  Mint 
had  insufficient  machinery  for  performing  the  necessary  operations. 

Sweden  was  chosen  as  the  source  of  the  metal  even  as  early  as  1661  (see  the  proposal  of 
Sir  Henry  Slingsby,  above)  and  this  is  not  really  surprising  because  at  that  time  Sweden  had 
the  highest  output  of  copper  in  the  world.  It  was  her  main  export  and  she  supplied  two-thirds 
of  Europe's  requirements.  Sweden  also  had  the  ability  to  convert  the  ore  into  the  blanks, 
because  in  1626  Marcus  Koch  had  been  invited  by  Gustav  II  to  construct  rolling  mills  to 
reduce  copper  to  the  desired  thickness.  This  resulted  from  the  fact  that  the  Swedish  king  was 
attempting  to  manipulate  the  price  of  copper  by  withholding  its  export  until  prices  rose  and 
this  led  to  a  stockpiling  of  the  metal.  It  was  decided  that  this  accumulated  metal  could  be 
most  profitably  used  for  making  coins,  the  first  copper  coins  being  struck  in  1624  in  the  form 
of  klippings  (small  square  coins  cut  from  a  sheet  of  metal).  Once  Koch  had  introduced  the 
rolling  mills,  the  striking  of  round  coins  was  begun.  Thus  by  1672  Sweden  had  plenty  of 
experience  and  expertise  in  the  minting  of  a  copper  coinage. 

Initially  the  cost  of  the  copper  blanks  was  Is.  per  pound,  and  the  halfpennies  were  struck  at 
the  rate  of  40  to  the  pound.  The  cost  of  striking  was  4d  per  pound,  leaving  a  profit  of  4d  per 
pound.  However,  the  Swedes  were  quick  to  realise  that  the  sale  of  copper  blanks  to  England 
represented  a  ready  source  of  income  for  the  Swedish  royal  purse.  They  therefore  introduced 
a  tax  amounting  to  2yd  per  pound,  and  the  weight  of  the  coins  was  accordingly  reduced  so 
that  44  pence  could  be  made  from  each  pound  of  copper.  The  cost  of  striking  these  coins  was 
still  4d,  so  this  left  a  profit  of  3yd.  As  Peck  points  out,59  this  idea  of  making  a  profit  laid  the 
whole  operation  open  to  counterfeiting  and.  if  one  recalls  the  proclamation  making  these 
pieces  current,  this  profit  was  not  in  accord  with  the  principles  there  laid  down. 

Manufacture  of  the  Blanks 

The  metal  used  for  the  first  halfpenny  coinage  came  from  the  copper  mines  of  Sweden.  The 
ore  was  first  dug  from  the  mine,  manually  sorted,  and  the  copper  rich  material  placed  into  a 
smelting  furnace.  The  exact  procedures  which  led  ultimately  to  the  production  of  the 
relatively  pure  metal  need  not  concern  us,  suffice  it  to  say  that  the  method  was  laborious  and 
slow,  as  w'ell  as  unpleasant  due  to  the  production  of  sulphurous  fumes  which  in  many  cases 
led  to  the  destruction  of  the  surrounding  countryside.  It  might  also  be  noted  that  as  early  as 
1632  Edward  Jorden  discovered  a  new  method  of  smelting  using  a  mixture  of  pit-coal,  peat 
and  turf  as  fuel,  and  in  1636  Sir  Phillip  Vernatt  obtained  a  patent  for  the  use  of  coal  alone  in 
this  process.  Until  that  time  charcoal  had  been  the  most  widely  used  fuel  in  the  smelting 
process. 

The  use  of  coal  was  obviously  advantageous  to  those  furnaces  which  were  located  in  coal 
rich  areas,  but.  although  this  eventually  led  to  the  adoption  of  Swansea  as  the  copper  smelting 
centre  of  the  world,  it  was  not  until  1688  that  coal  began  to  be  widely  used,  and  this  process 
was  probably  not  therefore  a  major  advantage  in  copper  smelting  during  the  reign  of 
Charles  II. 

Once  the  metal  had  been  extracted,  it  had  to  be  shaped  into  fillets  of  the  correct  thickness 
from  which  the  blanks  could  be  cut.  Rolling  mills  had  been  erected  in  Sweden  by  Koch  tor 
this  purpose,  but  they  were  not  available  in  the  Royal  Mint  until  the  nineteenth  century.  The 
next  step  was  the  cutting  of  the  blanks,  which  was  achieved  using  hand  operated  punches,  a 
process  known  since  the  sixteenth  century.  These  blanks  were  then  transported  to  England 
where  the  design  was  struck  onto  them. 
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Preparation  of  the  Dies 

Medieval  dies  were  prepared  using  a  set  of  punches  of  geometrical  patterns.  A  relatively  small 
number  of  these  punches  provided  sufficient  shapes  to  give  all  the  letters  of  the  alphabet,  as 
well  as  the  main  part  of  the  design,  e.g.  the  portrait,  by  using  the  punches  in  the  correct  com¬ 
binations.  The  designs  were  rather  crude  and  once  engraving  techniques  were  developed  they 
were  used  in  preference. 

According  to  Peck  the  method  of  die  making  between  1672  and  1775  was  as  follows:61 

Master  puncheons  were  first  prepared  with  the  main  design  cut  in  relief  and  from  these 
sunken  matrices  were  prepared.  The  letters  of  the  legend  and  numbers  of  the  date  were 
punched  into  the  matrices  and  any  final  details  of  the  design  were  added.  For  small  coinages 
these  matrices  were  used  as  the  working  dies,  but  for  the  larger  currency  issues,  working 
punches  were  set  up  from  the  sunken  matrix,  and  working  dies  prepared  in  turn. 

The  matrices  could  obviously  be  used  to  prepare  a  large  number  of  working  punches,  and 
consequently  one  would  expect  a  high  degree  of  uniformity  between  coins  of  any  one  issue. 
This  is  not  the  case.  Errors  of  spelling,  together  with  variations  in  spacing  and  positioning  of 
the  letters  and  numbers,  are  all  proof  of  this  fact,  and  some  or  all  of  these  mistakes  occur  on 
coins  throughout  this  period.

A  more  likely  method  of  die  preparation  is  as  follows:  Incuse  matrices  of  the  main  design 
were  prepared  in  steel,  either  from  master  puncheons  (as  described  by  Peck)  or,  once  engrav¬ 
ing  techniques  had  advanced  sufficiently,  carved  directly.  Separate  matrices  were  prepared 
for  each  letter  and  number,  and  separate  working  punches  prepared  from  each  matrix.  The 
various  matrices  were  then  used  in  combination  to  prepare  the  working  die.  This  would  mean 
that  each  working  die  could  have  the  letters  and  numbers  in  slightly  different  positions,  and 
would  also  account  for  spelling  mistakes  occurring  on  only  a  limited  number  of  coins  of  any 
one  issue.

The  idea  of  preparing  matrices  containing  all  the  letters  and  numbers,  as  well  as  the  main 
design,  was  not  put  into  use  until  1878. 62 
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Striking  of  the  Coins 

Once  the  blanks  and  dies  had  been  prepared  the  next  step  was  to  strike  the  coin.  By  1672, 
when  the  first  copper  halfpennies  were  issued  for  currency,  machinery  had  replaced  the  old 
method  of  hammering  and  it  is  therefore  of  interest  to  consider  the  development  of  this 
machinery.63 

Machinery  was  first  used  for  the  striking  of  medals  and  only  later  adapted  for  use  with 
coins.  Leonardo  da  Vinci  (1452-1519)  seems  to  have  been  associated  with  the  mint  in  Rome 
in  about  1514  and  he  appears  to  have  devised  methods  for  the  production  of  coins  by 
machinery.  These  included  a  cutting  punch,  which  he  rightly  considered  to  be  of  prime 
importance  in  obtaining  perfectly  round  coins.  To  ensure  that  the  coins  were  of  equal  weights 
he  proposed  making  plates  of  metal  of  the  same  size  and  thickness  by  drawing  the  metal 
through  a  gauge  (perhaps  rollers)  and  then  using  the  cutting  punch  to  obtain  the  blanks. 
These  blanks  were  then  to  be  struck  by  a  method  to  which  he  refers,  but,  unfortunately,  the 
part  of  his  notes  which  describes  this  method  has  been  lost.  However,  an  Italian  architect  and 
painter,  name  Bramante  (1444-1514),  had  manufactured  a  screw-press  which  is  believed  to 
have  been  used  to  strike  coins  and  medals  for  two  Popes  at  about  that  time,  and  it  could  well 
have  been  this  press  to  which  da  Vinci  referred.  This  machine  was  known  as  the  screw-press 
or  balancier  and  used  the  mechanical  power  of  the  screw  to  strike  the  coins.  It  consisted, 
basically,  of  a  vertical  screw  fixed  in  a  rigid  frame.  One  die  was  fixed  to  the  bottom  of  the 
screw,  or  placed  on  top  of  the  blank,  and  the  other  was  placed  under  the  blank.  To  the  top  of 
the  vertical  screw  were  fixed  horizontal  bars,  so  that  workmen,  by  swinging  these  bars,  could 
send  the  vertical  screw-  spinning  down  onto  the  blank  beneath. 

Coining  machinery  was  introduced  at  the  Paris  mint  some  time  between  1550  and  1552 
but,  surprisingly,  came  from  Germany,  not  Italy,  although  the  idea  may  well  have  originated 
in  the  latter.  This  machinery  comprised  rollers,  draw  benches,  cutting  punches,  screw-presses 
and  appliances  for  holding  the  dies  in  position.  However,  due  mainly  to  pressure  from  mint 
employees  who  feared  the  loss  of  their  jobs,  coining  by  machinery  was  prohibited  in  1585, 
and  this  ended  the  first  period  of  mill  money  in  France. 

Meanwhile,  in  England,  in  1561,  some  sort  of  machinery  had  been  introduced  at  the  Tower 
by  Eloye  Mestrall,  and  was  used  for  striking  gold  and  silver  coins.  The  exact  nature  of  this 
machinery  is  not  known  but  Hocking63  suggests  that  it  consisted  only  of  cutting  punches  and 
some  form  of  press.  As  had  happened  in  France,  and  for  similar  reasons,  this  use  of 
machinery  did  not  last  long,  and  was  discontinued  in  1572. 

Nearly  one  hundred  years  later,  in  1649,  Peter  Blondeau  was  invited  to  England  from 
France  and  it  was  his  machinery  that  was  finally  introduced  at  the  Mint.  This  comprised 
rollers  for  reducing  the  castings  to  fillets  of  the  correct  thickness  and  cutting  punches  for 
producing  perfectly  round  blanks.  It  also  included  screw-presses  for  striking  the  blanks  and  it 
was  this  type  of  press  that  was  used  for  striking  the  copper  coinages  right  up  until  1 775. 

Craig60  has  given  a  detailed  description  of  the  use  of  the  screw-press,  and  this  is  much  the 
same  as  the  method  already  described.  One  of  the  dies  was  fixed  to  the  floor,  face  uppermost, 
and  the  other  was  fixed  face  dow-n  to  the  bottom  of  the  screw.  The  blank  was  placed  on  top  of 
the  lower  die  and  the  screw  sent  spinning  down  by  the  action  of  four  workmen  pulling  on 
ropes  w  hich  were  fixed  to  horizontal  bars  projecting  from  the  top  of  the  column.  At  the  ends 
of  these  horizontal  bars  were  three  hundred  pounds  of  lead,  which  increased  the  force  with 
which  the  upper  die  hit  the  blank.  As  the  column  rebounded  it  was  caught  by  a  rope  to 
prevent  double  striking.  A  moneyer  sat  in  a  shallow  pit,  next  to  the  lower  die  and  was 
responsible  for  positioning  each  blank  and  removing  the  finished  coin  after  it  had  been  struck.

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DAVID  SEAR  SAYS  ‘FAREWELL’  TO  ENGLAND 

FRANK  PURVEY 

Following  a  long  and  very  happy  association  with  us,  and  with  his  contract  for  writing  new 
books  for  Seaby  Publications  having  expired,  David  Sear  has  decided  to  accept  a  post  on  the 
staff  of  Numismatic  Fine  Arts  of  Beverly  Hills,  California. 

David  joined  us  in  1958  and  in  the  early  years  worked  under  Lt.  Col.  J.  Kozolubski  who 
was  at  that  time  in  charge  of  our  Ancient  Department.  After  Kozolubski’s  death  in  1965 
David  took  over  the  department  and  rapidly  established  a  name  both  for  himself,  and  us,  as 
an  important  centre  for  ancient  coins.  In  1973  he  ‘retired’  from  active  dealing  to  become  a 
numismatic  consultant  and  to  devote  more  time  to  writing.  The  year  1977  was  a  landmark  for 
Seaby  Publications.  The  number  of  publications  we  had  in  print  on  ancient  coins  was  dwindl¬ 
ing  and  several  were  in  urgent  need  of  complete  revision.  A  contract  was  drawn  up  in  October 
of  that  year  which  gave  us  the  exclusive  use  of  David’s  talents.  The  effect  that  this  new 
working  relationship  has  had  on  our  publications  has  been  dramatic.  The  fruits  may  be  seen 
in  the  two  splendid  volumes  of  Greek  Coins  and  Their  Values ;  new  editions  of  The  Emperors 
of  Rome  and  Byzantium-,  Roman  Silver  Coins ,  Vol.  I  and  more  recently,  one  of  our  most 
popular  handbooks.  Roman  Coins  and  Their  Values. 

For  the  last  two  years  David  has  concentrated  solely  on  completing  his  catalogue  of  Greek 
Imperial  Coins  and  Their  Values.  This  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  July  this  year.  In  many 
respects  this  is  a  unique  catalogue;  his  chronological  treatment  of  the  local  coinages  of  the 
Roman  Empire  should  be  a  boon  to  collectors  and  a  worthy  tribute  to  his  skilful  treatment  of 
this  long  and  complicated  series  of  coins.  His  final  effort  before  leaving  for  California  on 
April  5th  (complete  with  wife,  two  children  and  dog)  has  been  to  revise  the  text  and  prices  of 
Roman  Silver  Coins,  Vols.  Ill  and  IV,  which  we  hope  will  appear  in  August  of  this  year. 

Our  association  with  David  over  the  past  four  and  a  half  years  has  been  rather  more  than 
simply  that  of  publisher  to  author.

Two  treasure  seekers  fined  under  new  law 

Treasure  hunters  who  go  looking  for  fortunes  armed  with  metal  detectors  could  fall  foul  of  a  new  law 
which  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  Britain  when  two  men  were  convicted  at  Bury  St  Edmunds,  Suffolk, 
yesterday.  John  King,  36,  Folly  Road,  Mildenhall.  Suffolk,  and  Anthony  Coleman,  37,  Mill  House,  Mill 
Road,  Hockwold,  Norfolk,  were  convicted  of  using  a  metal  detector  on  land  protected  by  the  1979 
Ancient  Monuments  Act. 

The  act,  w'hich  came  into  force  last  October,  severely  limits  the  use  of  detectors  in  seeking  buried 
treasure  and  the  conviction  was  welcomed  afterwards  by  the  Council  for  British  Archaeology.  King  and 
Coleman  were  caught  by  a  farmer  at  Pakenham,  Suffolk.  King  was  later  found  to  have  two  bald  muddy 
coins  in  his  pocket.  He  was  fined  a  total  of  £125  and  Coleman  was  fined  £25.

Jimmi  finds  treasure 

Treasure  hunter  Mrs.  Jimmi  Shaw  struck  lucky  on  a  local  beach  when  she  found  what  she  believes  to  be 
tw'o  2.000-year-old  Celtic  coins  -  and  she  has  been  offered  £500  for  one  of  them.  A  metal  detector 
addict,  she  found  an  old  silver  coin  one  day,  a  gold  coin  the  next  and  a  gold  ring  on  the  third  day. 

Housewife  Mrs.  Shaw,  of  Poole  High  Street,  found  the  items  on  a  Christchurch  beach  -  the  first  time 
she  had  been  there.  She  has  had  the  detector  for  three  months  and  has  found  nothing  significant  before. 
The  two  coins,  which  Mrs.  Shaw  believes  to  be  Celtic  and  2.000  years  old,  are  now  with  the  coroner  to 
see  if  they  are  treasure  trove. 

East  Dorset  coroner  Mr.  John  Miller  has  sent  the  coins  to  the  Russell-Cotes  Museum  in 
Bournemouth  to  be  checked.  If  they  are  valuable  an  inquest  will  be  held  to  see  if  they  are  treasure  trove. 
Then  Mrs.  Shaw  would  get  the  face  [full.  Ed. I  value  and  the  coins  would  pass  to  the  Crown.  Mrs.  Shaw 
said  the  gold  coin  was  about  three  quarters  of  an  inch  round  and  had  a  horse  on  one  side  and  the  head 
of  Apollo  on  the  other.  The  coin  was  thick  and  irregularly  and  crudely  made.  She  believed  it  might  have 
come  from  an  Iron  Age  settlement.  After  Tuesday’s  storms  she  was  back  on  the  beach  to  look  for  more.

Roman  coins  hoard  found  on  Akenham  farm 

Ron  Tvler  and  Jeff  Short  have  uncovered  the  “Akenham  Hoard”  of  Roman  silver  coins,  during  months 
of  metal  detecting  work  on  a  Suffolk  farm.  The  coins,  dated  between  43  BC  and  222  AD  are  to  be  taken 
to  the  British  Museum  today,  pending  an  inquest  to  decide  whether  they  are  “treasure  trove”.  The  total 
hoard,  including  coins  already  held  by  the  Museum,  comprises  45  silver  “denarii”  and  a  small  ingot, 
valued  by  Mr.  Short  at  between  £  1 ,200  and  £  1 ,500. 

The  first  coins  were  found  last  summer,  when  American  serviceman  Mr.  Tyler  was  metal  detecting, 
with  the  farmer's  permission,  on  a  farm  at  Akenham.  Since  then  he  and  Mr.  Short,  who  is  secretary  to 
the  Ipswich  and  District  Detector  Club,  have  been  working  together  on  the  site.  He  said  that  he  had 
always  been  interested  in  history,  and  started  metal  detecting  about  four  years  ago.  Mr.  Short  said  that 
there  was  one  rare  coin  in  the  hoard,  the  coin  of  a  Roman  emperor,  Diadumenian,  who  never  in  fact 
reigned.  “The  rest  are  fairly  common,”  he  said.  They  had  also  found  a  fragment  of  the  pot  in  which  the 
coins  had  been  buried,  he  said.  If  the  coroner  decided  that  the  coins  were  treasure  trove,  they  would  be 
offered  to  the  British  Museum  at  market  value,  the  farmer  getting  half  of  the  reward,  he  said.

Studies  in  Northern  Coinages  of  the  Eleventh  Century,  edited  by  C.J.  Becker,  Copenhagen.  1981. 
175pp.  with  many  plates  and  other  illustrations,  diagrams  and  tables  in  the  text  (we  can  supply  for  £15. 
inch  postage) 

It  is  now  more  than  thirty  years  since  the  late  Dr  N.  L.  Rasmusson,  then  Keeper  of  the  Royal  Coin 
Cabinet  in  Stockholm,  invited  scholars  from  England,  Germany  and  other  countries  to  collaborate  in 
work  on  the  contents  of  the  Viking-age  hoards  from  Sweden.  This  exercise  has  involved  an  enormous 
amount  of  preparatory  work,  much  of  it  published  in  periodicals,  but  with  several  studies  being  included 
in  special  publications.  In  1961  and  1968  two  such  volumes  of  Commentationes  were  published  in 
Stockholm,  and  although  the  present  volume  has  appeared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Danish 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  letters  in  Copenhagen  and  is  edited  by  the  distinguished  Danish  scholar. 
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Professor  Becker,  it  is  in  purpose  and  content  a  continuation  of  the  Stockholm  series.  Three  volumes  of 
the  Corpus  of  Swedish  hoard  material  have  now  appeared  and  related  studies  continue  apace.  In 
January  1981  a  symposium  was  held  in  Oxford  on  Viking-age  Coinage  in  the  Northern  Lands,  the  con¬ 
tributions  to  which  have  already  been  published  (BAR  International  Series,  122,  1981),  edited  by  Mr 
M.  A.  S.  Blackburn  and  Dr  D.  M.  Metcalf. 

Most  of  this  academic  activity  has  been  devoted  to  study  of  the  Islamic,  German,  Anglo-Saxon  and 
Hiber no- Norse  coinages  but  there  has  been  increasing  interest  in  the  coinage  of  Scandinavia  itself.  For 
English  numismatists  there  has  been  a  need  to  determine  which  coins  are  Anglo-Saxon  originals  and 
which  are  imitations  produced  in  Ireland  or  Scandinavia.  Although  much  work  has  been  done  by 
Professor  Michael  Dolley  and  Mr  W.  A.  Seaby  in  recent  years  on  the  Hiberno-Norse  issues,  the 
Scandinavian  coinages,  to  which  the  majority  of  the  more  deceptive  imitations  belong,  have  been  by 
comparison  somewhat  neglected  since  two  major  articles  appeared  in  BNJ  xxx  (1961).  One  was  on  the 
Scandinavian  coins  in  the  names  of  Aethelraed,  Cnut  and  Harthacnut  which  were  attributed  by 
Hildebrand  to  English  mints,  by  Stewart  Lyon,  Gay  Van  der  Meer  and  Michael  Dolley,  and  the  other 
was  on  some  imitative  Crux  and  Small  Cross  coins  with  York  mint  signatures  by  Veronica  Butler 
(Smart)  and  Dolley. 

Studies  in  Northern  Coinages  is  devoted  to  series  which  consist  wholly  or  partly  of  imitations.  There 
are  five  essays  in  the  volume:  by  Professor  Brita  Maimer  on  “Imitations  of  Byzantine -Miliaresia  found 
in  Sweden";  by  Mark  Blackburn  on  “An  Imitative  Workshop  Active  during  Aethelraed  IPs  Long  Cross 
Issue”;  by  Professor  Michael  Dolley  on  “Imitation  and  Imitation  of  Imitation:  Some  Problems  Posed 
by  the  Non-English  Helmet  Pennies  with  the  Name  of  Aethelraed  II”;  by  Dolley  and  Kenneth  Jonsson 
on  “Imitative  Anticipation:  Yet  Another  Dimension  to  the  Problem  of  Scandinavian  Imitation  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  Coins”;  and  by  Professor  C.  J.  Becker  on  “The  Coinage  of  Harthacnut  and  Magnus  the  Good  at 
Lund  c.  1040-c.  1046”.  A  large  part  of  the  work,  notably  in  the  papers  by  Blackburn  and  Becker,  is 
based  on  detailed  die-anaiysis,  which  shows  how  coins  of  English  type,  and  often  with  apparently 
English  inscriptions,  are  die-linked  into  other  series  which  are  undoubtedly  Scandinavian.  Sometimes 
the  imitation  is  so  close,  and  the  fabric  of  the  coins  so  consistent  with  English  mint-practice,  that  they 
seem  likely  to  have  been  produced  by  personnel  with  experience  in  Anglo-Saxon  mints.  Indeed,  English 
dies  have  been  found  linking  into  the  coinage  of  Dublin  and  Scandinavia,  suggesting  that  equipment  as 
well  as  technique  was  sometimes  transferred  overseas. 

Professor  Maimer’s  paper  analyses  in  detail  the  fifty-one  imitative  coins  from  the  Swedish  hoards 
with  types  copied  on  one  or  both  sides  from  Byzantine  prototypes.  One  of  these  has  a  reverse  of  English 
appearance,  and  Dolley  and  Jonsson  show  that  it  is  copied  not  from  Edward  the  Confessor’s  sixth  type 
( Helmet ),  to  which  it  has  the  greatest  superficial  resemblance,  but  more  probably  from  the  voided  cross 
as  found  on  Cnut’s  coinage  of  the  1020s,  which  is  compatible  with  the  provenance  of  the  coin,  the  1856 
find  from  Enge  on  Gotland  buried  before  1050.  Incidentally,  on  the  last  plate  (p.  170)  there  is  even  a 
reverse  type  of  Harthacnut's  coinage  (T2)  which  bears  an  uncanny  resemblance  to  the  first  type  of 
Stephen,  struck  almost  a  century  later. 

Blackburn’s  paper  on  the  Long  Cross  imitations  follows  on  from  his  article  on  those  of  the  Crux  and 
Intermediate  Small  Cross  types  published  in  BAR  Int.  Ser.  122.  He  has  constructed  two  elaborate  die- 
chains,  one  of  them  very  large  and  complex,  in  which  he  sees  evidence  of  a  substantial  mint  operating 
somewhere  in  southern  Scandinavia  at  about  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh  century.  In  recent  years  there 
has  been  growing  interest  in  imitations  of  English  coins  from  the  Sterling  period,  in  the  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  centuries,  which  first  attracted  the  attention  of  English  numismatists  for  the  purpose  of 
excluding  them  from  the  material  they  were  studying.  But  this  led  to  consideration  of  the  imitative  mints 
themselves  and  their  output,  and  in  the  same  way  this  process  is  now  being  applied  to  the  Viking-age 
imitations.  Blackburn’s  work  has  produced  information  about  minting  in  Scandinavia  of  comparable 
importance  to  that  by  Professor  Dolley  in  relation  to  the  Hiberno-Norse  mint  at  Dublin.  These  two 
strands  join  in  Dolley’s  paper  on  the  Helmet  imitations,  in  which  he  shows  that  some  of  those  produced 
in  Scandinavia  must  have  been  copied  not  from  English  originals  direct,  but  from  Hiberno-Norse  copies, 
since  they  reproduce  certain  characteristic  Dublin  features  of  the  helmet. 

Professor  Becker’s  work  was  foreshadowed  by  a  contribution  to  the  Oxford  Symposium  (printed  in 
BAR  Int.  Ser.  1 22).  But  we  now  have  the  full  text  and  analysis  of  his  study  of  the  coinage  of  Lund  in  the 
early  1040s.  In  discussing  this  series  in  detail,  Becker  also  confirms  an  earlier  suggestion  that  some  of 
Harthacnut’s  coinage  had  taken  place  during  his  father’s  lifetime,  and  the  products  of  other  Danish 
mints  in  the  time  of  Harthacnut  and  Magnus  are  also  taken  into  account.  This  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  piece  of  work  on  Danish  coinage  of  the  eleventh  century  since  Hauberg.  The  Lund  coinages 
are  copied  from  English  originals  ranging  in  date  from  the  990s  to  the  1040s.  many  of  them  long 
familiar  from  the  plates  of  Hildebrand.  But  the  most  remarkable  of  all  is  surely  the  portrait  of  Harthac-

nut  shown  as  Urbs  Roma ,  unmistakably  copied  (although  in  mirror  image)  from  a  bronze  coin  of  the 
330s  which  had  presumably  just  been  found  seven  hundred  years  later. 

This  volume  is  of  importance  to  any  serious  student  of  late  Anglo-Saxon  coinage.  Apart  from  the 
further  progress  in  separating  out  from  the  English  material  many  of  the  deceptive  imitations  produced 
in  Scandinavia,  a  number  of  English  coins  are  illustrated  for  comparison.  Three  of  the  most  notable  are 
included  by  Professor  Dolley  to  illustrate  his  Helmet  paper:  the  two  early  Helmet  coins  of  Bath  and 
Salisbury  with  CRVX  in  the  angles  of  the  reverse  cross,  and  the  unique  Helmet/ Last  Small  Cross  mule 
from  Worcester.  Ian  Stewart

ENGRAVED  COPPER  COINS  AND  TOKENS 

The  memorials  described  here  belong  to  the  series  commonly  known  as  “Love  Tokens”.  This  is  really  a 
misnomer,  as  many  of  the  pieces  relate  to  birth  or  death,  rather  than  betrothal  or  marriage.  However, 
they  do  form  an  interesting  record  of  the  social  and  economic  times,  from  about  1700  to  1850,  and  are 
usually  crudely  executed,  although  some  are  the  work  of  professional  hands.

This  officer  entered  the  Navy,  6  April,  1790  (15  yrs 
old),  on  board  the  Spider  cutter,  Lieut.  Commander 
Lanyon,  stationed  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  and  in  the 
Channel.  In  1791  he  became  in  succession  attached,  as 
Midshipman,  to  the  Cambridge  74  and  St.  George  98, 
flagships  of  Sir  Rich.  Bickerton  at  Plymouth;  and  he 
next,  from  Feb.  1793  until  May,  1797,  served,  in  the 
same  capacity  and  as  Master’s  Mate,  in  the  Captain  74, 
Capts.  Sam.  Reeve,  Thos.  Seccombe,  John  Smith, 


Stewart,  and  Ralph  Willett  Miller.  In  1793—4  he  served 
ashore  at  the  occupation  of  Toulon  and  co-operated  in 
the  reduction  of  Corsica ,  where  he  assisted  in  dragging 
guns  up  the  hills  and  in  erecting  batteries.  In  1795  he 
was  present  in  Admiral  Hotham’s  two  partial  actions. 
On  the  first  occasion,  14  March,  the  Captain  was  for  an 
hour  and  20  minutes  in  close  action  with  Ca  Ira  80  and 
Censeur  74,  whose  united  broadsides  killed  and 
wounded  several  of  her  people,  besides  inflicting  con¬ 
siderable  damage  on  her  hull,  masts,  and  rigging.  On  the 
memorable  14  Feb.  1797,  when  Sir  John  Jervis  defeated 
the  Spanish  fleet  off  Cape  St.  Vincent,  Mr.  Samwell 
fought  as  Master's  Mate  under  the  broad  pendant  of 
Commodore  Nelson,  and  was  one  of  those  who  with  the 
hero  boarded  the  San  Nicolas  80  and  San  Josef  112. 
After  serving  for  a  few  weeks  with  Sir  John  Jervis  in  the 
Ville  de  Paris  110,  he  was  nominated,  16  June,  1797, 
Acting-Lieutenant  of  the  Mutine  18,  Capts.  Thos. 
Masterman  Hardy  and  Wm.  Hoste;  in  which  vessel, 
being  confirmed  to  her  by  commission  dated  6  Feb. 
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1798,  he  performed  the  duties  of  First-Lieutenant  at  the 
battle  of  the  Nile.  He  continued  to  serve  in  her  - 
participating  intermediately  in  many  cutting  out  affairs 
on  the  south  coast  of  France  -  until  July,  1801.  where 
the  effects  of  a  severe  hurt,  received  in  the  preceding 
year,  obliged  him  to  invalid.  His  last  appointments  were 
-  in  March,  1804,  for  five  months  to  the  Goliath  74, 
Capt.  Chas.  Brisbane,  stationed  in  the  Channel  -  6 
April.  1805,  to  the  Sea  Fencible  service  -  and.  in  April, 
1807,  to  the  charge  of  a  Signal-station  in  the  island  of 
Sheppy,  where  he  remained  (with  the  exception  of  an 
interval  of  18  months  in  1814-15)  until  23  March, 
1816.
